Violence roared over the strike- 
blighted industrial fronts yesterday 
with a wake of dead and injured as 
official announcement was made that 
the Pacific coast maritime strike 
would continue. 

Battles between authorities and 
strikers occurred at Minneapolis, scene 
of a truck strike, and at Seattle, one 
of the crucial points in the longshore- 
men’s strike.

Warning the group not to pursue, 
Blanton and hia deliverer ran to the 
eastern end of the island and climbed

As the amazed soldiers hastened to 
spread the alarm, the rowboat crossed 
the channel to the Brooklyn side of 
the bay.

FRENCH CABINET'S LIFE 
HANGING IN BALANCE 


PARIS, July §20.--(UP)—The 
fate of the French “salvation” gov- 
ernment lay in the hands of elderly 
tonight 
after an extraordinary session of his 


cabinet, meeting in his absence, had 
failed to settle a new crisis arising 
out of the Stavisky scandals. 

Breakup of the ministry, performed 
following severe riots last gg 
was sought by opposition elements, 
taking’ advantage of the controversy 
which developed when Andre Tardieu, 
minister without portfolio. openly 
charged former Premier Camille Chau- 
temps had hindered investigation into 
the collapse of the credit municipal 
bayonne. 

The cabinet. unable to reach a de- 
cision on the Tardieu-Chautemps quar- 
rel, decided to ask Premier Doumer- 
gue to arbitrate. Minister of Justice 
Henri Cheron, who presided, set out 
by motor car for Tournefeuille, the 
premier’s rural retreat, to lay the sit- 
uation before bim in detail and ask 
him personally to settle the dispute. 

He probably will reach Doumergue's 
villa tomorrow afternoon. A _ meet- 
ing of the ministers’ council probably 
will be the next step, but it is un- 
likely before Tuesday, because Presi- 
dent Albert Le Brun must preside. 
He is out of Paris for the week-end 
on official business,

‘GEORGIA FAVORS 


REPEAL -GILLIAM 


Candidate for Governor 
at Moultrie Says Prohi 
Law Openly Violated. 


MOULTRIE, Ga., July 20.—“If 
every man and woman in Georgia hv 
has taken a drink of liquor, er home 
brew, or beer, since the Georgia ‘bone 
dry’ law was enacted, will vote for 
me-for governor, I at least will be in 
a rupover election and the chances are 
that I will win the nomination in 
the primary on September 12 with- 
out a runover,” declared Ed A. Gil- 
liam, candidate for governor, in a 
address here this afternoon in the 
Celquitt county courthouse. 

“From the day of its enactment 
down to the present, the law has 


"never been enforced,” Mr. Gilliam as- 


serted, adding that “the longer it re- 
mains on the statute books, the more 
open and flagrant will become its vio- 
lation.” 

Continuing on the subject of repeal- 
ing the Georgia prohibition law, which 
is the No. 1 plank in his platform, 
Mr..Gilliam said: 

“If the bone dry law was being 
enforced,.1 would be the last man 
in Georgia to advocate its. repeal. 
But it is not being enforced, has 
never been enforced, and will never 
be enforced. Beer is being sold open- 
ly more or less throughout the state, 
and liquor is being sold without con- 
cealment in many cities and towns, 
while the covert sale of liquor is uni- 
versal in every county in Georgia. 

“Prohibition in Georgia has not pro- 
moted temperance, has not promoted 
sobriety, has not reduced crime, has 
not elevated the standards of govern- 
ment or public morals. On the con- 
trary, it has created the exact reverse 
of those conditions. 

Effect on Youth. 

“But the worst thing it has done, 
and the most appalling, is that boys 
and girls of high school age drinking 
intoxicants, und nothing could be more 
destructive of good morals and good 
citizenship than that situation, which 
we see all around us. 

“There is only one thing to be 
gained by clinging to the fetish of 
prohibition, and that is not a gain 
for any class of our citizenship except 
those engaged in the blockade and 
bootleg traffic. Every country in the 
world that has tried prohibition has 
found it to be a failure and has abaun- 
doned it. The United States tried it 
on a national scale and gave it a 
thorough test and expended millions 
upon millions in a futile effort to en- 
force it. Now the nation, as a na- 
tion, has abandoned and repudiated it, 
and the time has come for Georgia tou 
act with common sense and honesty 
and repeal our state law. 

“For a quarter of a century, pro- 
hibition has been an issue to frighten 
candidates for office and frighten law- 
makers and officeholders like a buga- 
boo. But I have found in my con- 
‘tacts with the people in this cam- 
paign that the people are not afraid 
of it. They are glad to have it 
brought in the open and frankly dis- 
cussed, as I am discussing it. _ 

“I venture the assertion that if 
a clean-cut expression of the senti- 
ment of the people could be had on 
the issue, Georgia would vote over- 
whelmingly in favor of repealing our 
farcical and hypocritical and crime- 
breeding ‘bone dry’ law.” ae 

Mr. Gilliam argued that prohibition 
should be repealed in Georgia both 
as a means of eradicating the bootleg 
traffic and of raising a revenue “des- 
perately needed” both by the state and 
the local guvernments. 

He estimated that the states reve- 
nue from alcoholic beverage taxes 
would run at least to $5,000,000 a 
year, with county and municipal reve- 
nue in like proportion. 

This revenue, he asserted, coupled 
with $25,000,000 a year which can 
and ought to be raised by a retail 
sales tax, “would enable the state to 
take over the support of the common 
schools, make adequate provision for 
all other departments and institutions, 
and at the same time withdraw from 
the field of ad valorem taxation and 
leave that exclusively for the counties 
and municipalities. 

Taking over the common schools, he 
declared, would relieve the county and 
municipal governments of at least 30 
per cent of their present operating 
expenses, so that they could cut down 
their local tax rate accordingly, and 
he estimated that the revenues accru- 
ing to local governments from alco- 
holic beverage taxes woukl enable 
them to write off an additional 15 
to 20 per cent of their tax rates. 

Speaks at Valdosta. 

Mr. Gilliam went to Valdosta last 
night where he addressed Lowndes 
county voters. In his Valdosta speech 
he said a “general closing” of com- 
mon schools of Georgia, or a “general 
and very heavy curtailment of school 
terms” would have occurred in the 
early spring of this year, except for 
federal aid. 

He said the situation of the schools 
next fall and spring would be “worse 
‘than it was last spring.” — 

“The chaotic situation into which 
Governor Talmadge has plunged the 
vital matter of railroad taxes will 
prevent the state from collecting any 
taxes fromthe railroads until their 
controversy with the state over tax Aas- 
sessments has been finally decided 
by the United States supreme court. 

“With railroad taxes held up, it 1s 
going to be difficult, if not impos- 
sible for the schools to be kept open. 

Following his Moultrie address, Mr. 
Gilliam left for Tifton for a speech 
Saturday morning, and said he would 
wind up a week’s campaigning with a 
speech at Cordele Saturday afternoon 
at 3 o'clock.

The- long-anticipated constitu- 
tionality test of the Bankhead cot- 
ton law, which limits the 1934 crop 
to approximately 10,000,000 bales, 
will occur in a federal district court 
at Meridian, Miss., if a 300-bale cot- 
ton farmer of that state goes 
through with his announced plan. 

The suit will be directed against 
Henry A. Wallace, secretary of ag- 
riculture, and names several arti- 
cles of the federal constitution, 
which it is alleged are violated by 
carrying out provisions of the Bank- 
head law. 

If the complainant does go 
through with his announced inten- 
tion the case will have to take its 
turn on the federal court calendar, 
which in all probability will act to 
delay a hearing until a large part of 
the 1934 crop will have been pick- 
ed, ginned and sold, 

In. the meantime nature is doing 
more than man-made laws to bring 
about a shortage in the 1934 crop. 
Just as the great drouth reduced 
the small grain crops of the middle 
west more than the acreage-curtail- 
ment program of the government, 
So adverse weather conditions 
throughout the cotton belt are act- 
ing to reduce the cotton crop. 

“Spotty weather’ has been -the 
rule so far this year throughout the 
entire cotton-raising district. Some 
parts had a long early drouth that 
retarded germination of seed; others 
early rains that delayed planting. 
Other sections got away to a good 
Start only to encounter a long pe- 
riod of cool, wet weather that de- 
veloped heavy weevil infestation. 
Just now the extreme western part 
of the belt is suffering from drouth. 

August is usually the critical 
month for cotton—favorable weath- 
er has been known to act as a tonic 
that has developed a fine yield for 
fields given up as “‘gone” in July, 
while unfavorable weather has lit- 
erally ruined the yield of fields that 
looked good in July. ; 

Conservative opinion, based on a 
general survey of the entire belt, is 
that the 1934 crop will fall far short 
of the 10,000,000-bale limit, esti- 
mates varying from 9,000,000. to 
9,500,000 bales. This opinion ap- 
pears to prevail in cotton-trading 
circles, the price having advanced 
‘well into the 13-cent range, and 
fluctuating up and down as Wall 
‘Street traders take their profits on 
the rises, and buying back into the 
game, when the price drops a few 
points. The gain, however, is con- 
stantly upward, with the prospects 
of 14-cent cotton by August, unless 
there is a decided change in weather 
conditions.

Federal labor department records 
disclose that between the first of 
January and June 1, this year, there 
were 10,000,000 man-days in which 
workmen went without pay because 
of labor disputes. The records for 
June and part of July have not been 
compiled, but as there has been an 
increase in the number of strikes 
during the past month and a half, 
with more idleness involved, con- 
Servative estimates are that the 
workers have already lost 15,000,- 
000 work days this year. 

Department officials estimate that 
these 15,000,000 idle days repre- 
sent a loss of over $50,000,000 in 
cash wages to the workers. But 
the workers involved are not the 
only ones who suffer loss through 
Strikes. 

That $50,000,000 paid to them 
in wages would have gone back into 
the channels of trade in payment 
for rent, insurance, .food, clothing, 
automobiles, and other necessary 
articles. This would have stimu- 
lated all lines of industry, creating 
thousands of new jobs for unem- 
ployed men and women, who in 
turn, would have poured their 
wages back into the commercial 
stream. 

Department officials say the cost 
of the strikes to the nation as a 
whole, directly and indirectly,

lions of dollars. | 

It must be clear to any thinking 
individual that every strike, justi- 
fied or unjustified, acts to retard 
recovery, and but for the multitude 
of these occurrences in which ‘15,- 
000,000 man-days have been lost, 
the recovery process would have

of around 10,000,000 workers be- 
ing unemployed the number would 
have been reduced perhaps more 
than one-half. 

WILL BORAH GET HIS CHANCE? | 

Patience is a wonderful virtue, 
often being rewarded; and-now, al- 
most two full years before the G. O.

YOUR OPTIMAL BODY SIZE. 

Tables purporting to give the “cor- 
rect” weight for persons of different 
age, height and sex are scarcely worth 
consulting in any circumstances. The 
figures of such tables represent only 
averages of the individuals examined 
—no matter whether a thousand or 
ten thousand of each age-height class. 


Well, that ought to give a fair idea of 
what is normal, you may think. But I 
can't agree with you. It may give a 
fair idea of what was accepted as nor- 
mal a generation ago. Remember, the 
measurements on which these tables 


are based were made 20, 30, 40 °F 


more years ago. 


The old gray mare ain’t what she 
used to be, nor is the woman today 
so weak. sickly and frail as her moth- 
er was, Records of many thousands of 
college girls prove that the _ height, 
weight and strength of the modern 
girl are all increased over the figure 
of college girls a generation ago. 


So don’t take the “correct” weight 
tables seriously. 


Even for two persons of the same 
age-sex and height an arbitrary ‘‘cor- 
rect” weight does not necessarily ap- 
ply. In the first place, one person 
may be flabby, soft, weak, from neg- 
lect of physical edueation; the other 
may be firm of flesh, athletic, or well 
educated physically—and should weigh 
more, because muscle is heavier than 
fat, though it takes up less room. 


Then, too, the type of build or 
framework must be taken into con- 
sideration. The length of limb and 
breadth of shoulder, the capacity of 
the thorax or the vital capacity may 
vary considerably in persons of the 
same sex; age and height. These fac- 
tors cannot be ignored in estimating 
ge the individual's weight should 


Ideally the “correct” figure might 
be determined by measuring the in- 
dividual’s specific gtavity. That is, 
put him in a tank and compare his 
actual weight with the weight of the 
water he displaces from the tank. 


In measuring metabolism it is cus- 
tomary to compute the rate by estima- 
ting the area of the patient’s total 
body surface. . The mere weight of 
the patient would not give an accu- 
rate result, because, as already ex- 
plained, the weight gives no definite 
idea of the rélative proportion of 
stored, inactive, slacker fat. 

As accurate as a table is the simple 
formula for estimating what the 
weight should be: Multiply the num- 
ber of inches of height above 5 feet 
by 5 1-2, and to that add 100 for 
women, 110 for men. If the height is 
less than 5 feet, multiply the number 
of inches below 5 feet 4 5 1-2 and 
subtract that from 100 for women or 
110 for men. Figure your weight from 
your own height by this formula and 
you will fix the formula in mind so 
that you can estimate what anybody’s 
weight should be.

TOKYO—(By Mail.)—To a new- 
comer to the far east, if that new- 
comer is a woman, there is no more 
fascinating first impression than the 
charm of manner and lovely femininity 
of the members of her own sex of 
Japanese birth. 


It should not be understood that all 
Japanese ladies are alike. On the 
contrary there were a number of 
markedly different types on board the 
ship on which we crossed, but what- 
ever the type all have an indescribable 
combination of poise and diffidence 
that can only be termed as charm in 
its most alluring form. 

One of these Japanese ladies on 
board the Asama is the wife of a col- 
lege professor, having received her 
college education in the United States 
and lived in this country since her 
marriage. Thoroughly at home in 
American surroundings, she has re- 
tained the lovely femininity which is so 
beautiful a part of the Japanese wom- 
ans appeal. . 

Well Qualified. 

Speaking English with only a trace 
of accent, one need be with her for 
only a few moments to realize how 
thoroughly qualified she is to play the 
parteof a gracious wife of a man who 
has for several years been an instruc- 
tor in one of our most noted insti- 
tutions of higher ‘education, and now 
returns to Japan to assume a ranking 
position in a great government-con- 
trolled corporation. 

Then there was the wife of a Japa- 
nese banker, an attractive couple who 
have lived in the states for some years 
but who now go to Shanghai, where 
he will serve a term of duty in a Japa- 
nese bank in that city. She is small, 
slender and wears her smart gowns 
with an enviable distinction. 


While she, too, speaks English well 
she is quite timid and retiring and 
did not enter as easily into the light 
little talks aboard ship as does the 
more striking professor's wife. But she 
does not lack the same charm of fem- 
ininity. 

Army Wife. 

Quite different also was the wife of 
a ranking Japanese army officer on 
board. Small, but with beautifully 
proportioned figure, she is even more 


shy, but her shyness would seem to 
come not from her nature as from the 
old-time Japanese custom—not, for- 
tunately, I am told, dying out—of 
placing the woman of a family in a 
secondary position to the husband, es- 
pecially in public. Certain it is that 
when with her army officer husband 
she never spoke nor smiled until he 
had had his say, but when he was 
absent she was quite animated and 
her happy disposition was reflected in 
her bright face. 
Newlyweds. 

At Honolulu there came aboard a 
bride and groom, the bride, a Japa- 
hese, as was the groom, having been 
for several years the woman’s tennis 
champion of the islands. They made 
a lovely couple and were the center of 
attraction for those both of white and 
yellow skin. She has the same smart- 
ness shown by most high-class Japa- 
nese women, but she was not so shy, 
the groom as a matter of fact seeming 
mere blushing in this instance than 
the bride. Perhaps it was because of 
her tennis playing she had grown ac- 
customed to crowds and acclaim, thus 
overcoming the apparent timidity so 
universal with the women of her race. 

Possess Charm. 

In unusual degree Japanese women 
possess what is frequently referred to, 
for lack of a better term, as “that cer- 
tain something,” which gives them an 
air of refinement and intense femininity 
that makes them both charming and 
refreshing. 


As a rule, the Japanese woman has 
very black hair and large and bril- 
liant dark brown eyes. They are not 
especially pretty, judging from our 
standpoint of womanly loveliness, but 
they have a freshness and whole-heart- 
edness that makes their companion- 
ship always a pleasure. 

Surely we of America could learn 
much of charm and poise—and most 
assuredly of manners—from our sis- 
ters in the country of tiny extent that 
has become one of the great nations 
of the world. And how fine it is that 
the women of this nation have brought 
with them into their new sphere in 
public life the charm and lady-like 
demeanor they so richly possessed 
when their sphere was formerly limit- 
ed to the home. 


$5,000,000 Surplus 
Reported by Farley 


WASHINGTON, aey 20.—{P)— 
Postmaster General Farley today re- 
ported a $5,000,000 postoffice depart- 
ment surplus to President Roosevelt, 
the first since 1919. 

This excess of receipts over ex- 
penditures was arrived at, Farley 
said, after “making usual adjustments 
authorized by law” for air and ocean 
mail subsidies, which run more than 
$30,000,000 annually. 

The pastmaster general attributed 
the surplus to “businesslike manage- 
ment and operation,” the practice of 
“strict economy” and to greater pos- 
tal receipts due to improved business 
conditions.

Spain Jails Count 
Who Would Be King 


MADRID, July 20.—(UP)—Aspi- 
rations of Boris, Count of Orange, to 
be king of the tiny republic of An- 
dorra, in the Pyrenees between France 
and Spain, got the young Dutchman 
into jail in northern Spain today. 

Spanish police at the town of Seo 
De Urgel clapped the man who would 
be king into prison to await word from 
Madrid on what the republican regime 
here wants done with this monarchis- 
tic agitator. 

He will be taken to Barcelona and 
placed at the disposition of the Mad- 
rid government’s delegate in Cata- 
lonia, Carreras Pons. It is doubtful 
whether the federal authorities consid- 
er his agitation too seriously, and he 
possibly will be let off with a warn- 
ing, 


NRA STUDYING LAW 


ON HIGHWAY WAGES 


WASHINGTON, July 20.—(?)— 
NRA was understood today to be 
studying Georgia law to determine 
whether the state highway board has 
the authority to prescribe what wages 
contractors shall pay on state-financed 
road jobs. 

If its attorneys should find the 
commission has no such power, NRA 
likely will take the position that the 
wage and hour provisions of the con- 
struction code govern the contractors’ 
relations with their workers. 

The commission ‘recently informed 
bidders for road work financed en- 
tirely by state funds they were to pay 
the local prevailing wage scale, ir- 
respective of code provisions.

Howard Macfarlane, counsel for the 
telephone company, told the court he 
would withdraw the federal court ac- 
tion, and Judge Love set July 25 for 
hearing the telephone company’s ap- 
plication for a temporary injunction 
against the rate reductions ordered in 
St. Petersburg by the state railroad 
commission. ,

HOLLYWOOD 
IN PERSON

HOLLYWOOD, Cal., July 20.-— 
When the Motion Picture Producers’ 
Association and the producers belong- 
ing to it take refuge in abstractions 
and theories, it is Sam Goldwyn— 
bless him—who is never afraid to call 
a spade a spade or to be quoted on 
any pertinent subject of the day. 

With the entire world interested 
in Sol Rosenblatt’s plea for the main- 
tenance of stars’ salaries—based on 
the theory that a star, being special- 
ized artist material, has a short shift 


at best and must therefore profit dur- 
ing popularity with the fickle pub- 
lic—one turns to Sam Goldwyn for 
a sane .and fair estimate of what 
those stars are receiving and why 
they should receive such payment. 

When government agitation about 
Hollywood salaries was at its height, 
it was Goldwyn who first called our 
attention to the fact that about 400 
persons in this movie village were 
drawing 51 per cent of the salaries, 
leaving the other 12,000 persons en- 
gaged in the film business to divide 
the remaining 49 per cent. 


Sam Goldwyn, who knows what 
stars receive because he has signed 
their checks, tells that Greta Garbo 
gets $9,000 per week. He begs us 
to remember that one cannot compute 
the yearly income on this basis, since 
stars are paid only for the weeks of 
work and their earnings naturally 
are dependent on how many pictures 
they make during the year. 

Will Rogers gets $7,500. And Maun- 
tice Chevalier the same sum.. Con- 
stance Bennett falls just below them 
with $7,000. John Barrymore's 56,- 
500 brings him in right after La Ben- 
nett. Norma Shearer receives $6,000 
a working week. And they pay Rich- 
ard Barthelmess precisely the same 
amount... Ann Harding comes in the 
identical category with these two $6,- 
000-a-weekers. 


Wallace Beery receives $5.000 a 
week for his services. And William 
Powell gets $4,500 for making Ameri- 
can femininity realize that the he-man 
has not passed from contemporary 
annals. 

Now we come to Joan Crawford, 
whose huge burning eyes and dramatic 
make-up are the envy and ambition 
of every shopgirl in the United States. 
Four thousand dollars the week—if it 
pleases you. Thirty-seven hundred and 
fifty for Janet Gaynor ... and per- 
haps you've had your money's worth 
out of that. Three thousand bucks 
for Edward Robinson. And, for James 
Cagney, $2,800 a week. 

Clark Gable gets $2,500 a week, 
and likes it. He’s a swell guy, works 
hard, complains little and is not af- 
fected by temperamental tantrums. 


Let’s take up the matter of George 
Arliss, who gets $80.000 a year. Sam 
Goldwyn tells me, for each of two 
pictures, making a total of $160.000 
for one year’s work. And, ‘says Sam 
Goldwyn in telling it, ‘“‘one hundred 
and sixty thousand dollars a year is 
too much money for most people, but 
it doesn’t begin to represent George 
Arliss’ value to the screen.” 

Loretta Young gets $2,000 a. week 
and—says Sam Goldwyn—earns it. 
“She is worth $25.000 to a picture 
says this producer who 
wrifes the checks. 

Sam Goldwyn believes it is silly 
to eall Norma Shearer’s $100,000 per 
picture—her new arrangement—sal- 
ary. Fut he thinks this price of 
goods delivered by Miss Shearer is 
fair for commodities which only Nor- 
ma Shearer can deliver. 

Mr. Goldwyn also thinks that the 
$900.000 which Irving Thalberg makes 
out of his job as supervising producer 
of Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer Studios, is 
not outrageous. He points out the 
fact that the companies which Thal- 
berg and two of his associates were 
called upon to direct were not mak- 
ing any money.

UNCLE RAY’S CORNER 


A LITTLE SATURDAY TALK. 

A long letter has come from Charles 
Boegli, who asks to join our scrap- 
book club and tells me that he is 
making a special hobby of astronomy. 
In his letter he says that he believes 
it is quite possible that there is life 
on Neptune, Uranus, Saturn and 
Jupiter. 

I wish we were able to think of all 
other planets as homes of people 
something like us; but as I study the 
facts, I can find no sound reason to 
believe that people live on the “outer 
planets.” 

Mars is only one and a half times 
as far from the sun as the earth; but 
scientists declare that the air around 
Mars is cool, fairly close to the freez- 
ing point of water on the average. 

Mars may not be too cool for hu- 
man life, but what of the planet. 
Jupiter, which is more than _ three 
times as far from the sun as Mars? 
There must be little warmth from 
the sun on Jupiter, and little light. 

Saturn and Uranus are hundreds of 


than Jupiter, and poor Neptune is 30 
times as far from the sun as the 
earth. From Neptune the sun would 
look smaller than a plum. 

Jupiter and Saturn are of great 
size, and it is possible that they have 
not “cooled down” in the way the 
earth has. It may be that volcanoes 
on Jupiter hurl forth lava and ashes, 
while geysers send out boiling water; 


but if that is the case. we have no 
certain proof of it. Volcanoes and 


geysers might do something to make 
up for lack of enough heat from the 
sun; but would hardly supply proper 
warmth for animal life of the kind we 
know. 

Recent study appears to prove that 
there is no oxygen in the gas layers 
around the outer planets; and this is 
another reason to say that people like 
us could not live on them. 

It may not be beyond reason to 
fancy that beings of some sort live 
even on such a frozen planet as 
Pluto, which is even farther away 
than Neptune; but if there are such 
beings, they do not breathe in the 
way we do, and do not have such 
food as we do. They would need to 
be spirits which did not mind having 
the temperature lower than 300 de- 
grees below zero! 

If we are looking for beings like 
ourselves, the best we can do is to 
study the planets known as Mars and 
Venus, and possibly the asteroids, or 
“little planets.” Venus is closer to 
the sun than the earth, but it is 
wrapped in fog. and is harder to study 
than Mars. The day may come when 
extremely clever inventors will find 
a way to see through the fog around 
Venus; and. if so, we may find proofs 
of living plants, perhaps of living

The route from Blowing Rock to 
the Great Smoky Mountains National 
Park in western North Carolina and 
eastern Tennessee will not be deter- 
mined until Secretary Ickes grarts 
progoaenty of suggested locations a 

earing which will be held within a 
few weeks. 

It was considered assured, however, 
that the road will go from Blowing 
Rock to Lindville, N. C., probably di- 
viding there to provide entrances ip 
both North Carolina and Tennessee to 
the Great Smoky Park. 

Starting at Jarman’s Gap the park- 
way will follow the main ridge forma- 
tion, dropping down to the James 
river probably by Dancing and Otter 
creeks, Demaray said. 

After the road crosses the James 
river, it will climb back to the ridge 
by Battery creek and thence to the 
peaks of Otter, continuing to the 
Roanoke river, near Roanoke. This 
section has not been authorized for 
construction. 

Picking up at Adney’s Gap the 
parkway will go through the Bent 
mountains to the Virginia-North Caro- 
lina state line, entering the latter 
state east of Galax, Va., after skirting 
the pinnacles of Dan. 

The road will ‘continue in North 
Carolina down the Blue Ridge where 
it tends to become less ridge-like, af- 
fording interior valley location. 

The parkway, which will be approx- 
imately 500 miles long. will be con- 
structed with public works funds. The 
paving will be about 20 feet wide with 
5-foot shoulders and the minimum 
width of right of “way will be 200 
feet. 

An allocation of $6,000,000 already 
has been made. The total cost of the 
scenic highway is estimated at more 
than $16,000,000. 


Condemnation Begun 
On Road Right-of-Way 


The state highway board Friday in- 
stituted condemnation proceedings 
against the Jeannett estate to obtain 
title to a strip of land to be used 
for right-of-way on the new Tri-States 
highway in Rabun county. 

Chairman W. Eugene Wilburn, of 
the highway board, said that a small 
strip of.Jand was all that was required 
for the new road but that managers 
of the estate would not deed it to 
the highway department for less than 
$1,000, which Mr. Wilburn said the 
board considered too much. If the 
condemnation proceedings are com- 
pleted within 10 days it is expected 
that the contract for the grading of 
the new road, an $80,000 project, will 
be let the first week in August. 

The ‘Tri-States highway runs 
through North Carolina, Georgia and 
South Carolina, the Georgia link be- 
ing an eight-mile strip which cuts 
across Rabun county. The North 
Carolina and the South Carolina sec- 
tions are paved and when completed 
the entire road will serve a wide area 
of four states as the CCC is building 
a new road from Pine mountain on 
the Tri-States road to Clayton, where 
it will connect with the Hiawassee 
road, which serves northern Georgia 
and runs to Chattanooga.

WASHINGTON, July 20.—(UP) 
Initial move in the government's na- 
tionwide program to equalize and pos- 
sibly lower all telephone rates, was 
taken by the telephone division of the 
federal communications commission 
today.

The clean-up is in the hands of the 
most trusted men of the regime, but 
there were official denials of a com- 
monly circulated report that -2.000 
persons are being subjected to nazi 
court-martial trials at Munich.

LI—Study Your Children. 


In many communities there is a 
great lack of knowiedge particularly 
among the young mothers as to child 
hygiene and the care and feeding of 
children. It seems to me that if it 
is possible for the home and the school 
to co-operate so that young mothers 
may be educated as to their chil- 
dren's physical needs, and follow that 
education up with an understanding 
of their mental and emotional needs, 
it will mean a great deal to the suc- 
cess of school life and the solving 
of many of the problems of youth 
which cause a great many people 
worry today. 

A very wise man once told me 
that he was glad he had been trained 
in his youth to be a biologist and he 
thinks that a great many of our 
young families would’ de better to 
learn a certain amount of biology in 
order that they may be more helpful 
to their children. 

Try to understand young people, 
particularly your adolescent young 
people, and not to be shocked or ir- 
ritated by them. They are at an 
age where they do not understand 
themselves or the emotions 
sweep over them and it is a time 
above all times when wise parents 
may be useful. 

We should try above everything 
else to keep away from all children 
any_sense of fear, in these early years. 
Fear of their teachers, fear of the 
ridicule of their contemporaries, fear 
of their own inability to meet what- 
ever situations they may have to face 
in life. 

Il have always found that children 
were happier if they were allowed 
to have something which made them 
distinctly like all other children, than 
if they were obliged to express the 
individuality of their elders. Children, 
on the whole, are too young to in- 
dividual. They like to fit into the 
landscape and it is better to let them 
do so. 

When the time comes for the child 
to go to work, if his preparation has 
been carefully planned, he will be 
better fitted to enter into a competi- 
tive world that surrounds him in the 
professions, industries, agriculture or 
whatever it may be that he takes up.

In sight were four heart tricks, two 
clubs, one diamond and one spade. The 
ninth trick would have to be developed 
in one of the minor. suits. South 
elected to play for a 3-3 split of the 
adverse clubs and therefore discarded 
a diamond from dummy on the third 
lead of spades. 

South led the three of clubs, and, 
although West played the deuce, per- 
mitting a trick to be ducked to the 
East hand, declarer still could not 
make the contract as the clubs did 
not break. 

The learned kibitzer inquired why 
declarer had chosen this line of play 
as against trying to develon the ninth 
trick in diamonds. While the pros- 
pect of developing the diamond suit 
with the certainty that if West holds 
the king the contract will be defeated 
is uninviting, it affords a simple 50 
per cent chance. If the diamond ten 
is led toward the queen as a finesse 
against the jack, West can be shut 
out unless he holds the king of dia- 
monds, 

The South player overlooked—as 
many players would overlook—that 
his chances in the club suit are very 
slight. [In order to develop an extra 
trick there, he must not only find 
the clubs split, in itself a chance less 
than 50 per cent, but he must also 
find a break of the adverse club hon- 
ors that will enable him to shut the 
West hand out of the lead. The lat- 
ter contingency is in itself only a 50 
per cent chance, since for every break 
in the adverse clubs that allows the 
West hand to be shut out, there is a 
corresponding break, the mere reversal 
of the East and West hands, that will 
force West in the lead.

THE ENAMELED MURDER CASE. 

This i a tale of blood and rightly 
so, but I must admit my title is a bit 
far fetched. I have come to consider 
the dermal covering of the garfish as_ 
an enamel case, which I have connect- 
ed here with the predatory instincts of 
te fish. I admire the gar as a sur- 
vivor of a primitive group; beyond 
that point admiration gives place to 
a feeling of animosity, for the garfish 
are certainly doing way with our 
more desirable game fish at a great 
rate. Asa matter of fact, the Georgia 
law permits the use of certain sized 
gill nets for controlling gars during 
certain months of the year. It is a 
predatory species but will never, I 
fear, be controlled effectively. They 
are too tough. 

Actually, the gar has a covering of 
what is called rhombic plates that 
are bony in texture and finished with 
a smooth green covering like nothing 
else so much as baked-on enamel. 

The general form of the body is 
round in cross-section, and long and 
slender, the slenderness being accen- 
tuated by the elongated beak of the 
fish. The beak consists of both jaws, 
which are lined with adequate teeth, 
needle-like in size and sharpness, 
capable of holding anything the fish 
happens to fancy for food, and as lI 
know to my sorrow, also capable of 


producing a series of nicely spaced 
punctures on the human hand.

have seen Georgia gars 
three and a half feet, although 
satisfied’ that they grow somewhat 
larger than this. If they happen to 
swim into a hole that is the favored 
haunf€ of game fish, the game fish had 
better vacate or be eaten. The gar is 
voracious and indiscriminating in his 
feeding, having no thought for the con- 
servation of game fish at all, seeking 
only t@ satisfy what seems to be an 
ever-present appetite. 

_ There is a related form in the Mis- 
sissippi valley called the alligator gar. 
I have seen one specimen of this fish 
in my time which was a mounted one. 
better than five feet in length and 
proportionately stout-bodied. 

Like all these primitive fish, the 
gar seems to be exceptionally hardy. 
I am told that they can live two or 
three days after having been removed 
from the water. As to this I cannot 
say, never having trie@ it. A favorite 
sport in Louisiana, it is said, is the 
hunting of the gars with a bow and 
arrow. That, to say the least, is a 
sporting control measure. 

All in all, the gar may not be as bad 
as I have made him sound, but I had 
rather have him preserved in a tub 
of formalin than alive in a lake where 
I like to fish.
